FEALSE 

We Shung Tom of Brooklyn and 
Hyon Chang Shin of Queens both 
Pleaded guilty to Imaking false 
statements to the INS. 

Assistant US attomey Joanne 
Adlerstein said the arrests were 
made as part of an ongoing 
investigation into fraud and 
corruption in the INS， 

District director of the INS forthe 
Bay Area，David Jichert，told 
玫 asHWJTesf that unscrupulous 
attorneys undoubtedly file fraudu- 
lent documents with the INS every 
year in attempts to allow their clients 
to _ remain ii the US，Pparticularly 
fraudulent documentation of 
marriageto US citizens,“ Thats one 
of the ways aliens hope to achieve 
residency status,”he commented. 

Despite ongoing ipvestigations 
into ”人 faudulent claims， Jichert 
reported that no incidents similar to 
the Newark arrests have occurred 
in SF in the past few years， 围

MONETARY 
The suits seek merelyto vacate the 


original convictions. The men askfor- 


no monetary damages. The cases are 
not directly related to demands for 
reparations nowW voiced by numerous 
Japanese Americans interned during 
the war， 

“This is a unique opportunity to 
correcta wrong 一 perhaps one ofthe 
darkest blots on our history 一 an 
injustice “ which involved an 
enormous toll of human suffering for 
the Japanese American commun- 
ity,” declared Dale Minami，a 
partner im the firm Minami,Tomine 
and Lew，and an attorney for 
Korematsu.“We're not looking for 
Sympathy，but (for) the justice that 
Was denied 40 years ago.” 

Co-counsel Peter Irons， an 
attorney and UC San Diego 
professor，stressed, “The case js 
based entirely on materials from the 
government's ownfiles.”He saidthe 
materials 一 Justice Dept, and War 
Dept，reports and memoranda 一 
clearly show that the government's 
case against the three men “was 
based on intentional falsehood and 
fabrication.” 

“Such acts of the government are 
outrageous in any case, but they are 
particularly outrageous in a case 
leading to the massive internment of 
American citizens;” Irons asserted. 

CONTROVERSY 

Atthe center of the controversy is 
the final report of General John 工 . 
Dewitt，then commander of the 
Western Defense Command during 
WAWI. ; 

The Supreme Court decided the 
yalidity of the internment orders 一 
and thus the validity of the 
convictions of those who had 


Violated the orders 一 on whether 
Japanese Americans did indeed post 
a imilitary threat，In his report， 
DeWitt claimed that Such a threat 
did existand there wasnoalternative 
to forced relocation and internment. 

Justice Dept，and War Dept， 
memos have been discovered， 
however; which showthat an original 
Version of the -report had been 
prepared which downplayedboththe 
military threat of - Japanese 
Americans and the necessity of 
internment， 

Copies ofthis version ofthe report 
Were destroyed, and a second 一 and 
final 一 report Was Prepared to 
Substantiate DeWitt's allegations. In 
addition，evidence indicating the 
exXistence of the original reportwas 
destroyed. 

MINIMAEL 

The attorneys also discoveredthat 
other o 人 cial reports existed which 
concludedthat atbestonlyaminimal 
question of Japanese American 
loyalty :to -America existed. 
The mostauthoritative of these was 
prepared by' the Offce of Naval 
JIntelligence，which began looking 
into the question of Japanese 
American loyalty as early as June， 
1939. 

Prepared by Lieutenant Com- 
mander 天 enneth Ringle, the report 
stated that less than 39% of the 
Japanese American population was 
potentially disloyal and -that the 
jdentities of these persons were well- 
known to government authorities. 

It _ further concluded that,“The 
entire “Japanese (American) 
Problem ”has been magnified out of 
its true proportion，largely because 
of the physical characteristics of the 
people . . . and should be handled on 
thebasis ofthe individual .. . andnot 
on a racial basis.” 

Official memos from the time 
indicate that Justice Dept. attorneys 
knew of the alterations in DeWitts 


report and of the Navy's report . 


of contradictions， According to 
Irons, Some Justice Dept. attorneys 
also consistently but unsuccessfully， 
argued against Using DeWitt's 
report. 

FALSIEFIED 

“These men (the petitioners) were 
convicted on the basis of records the 
government knew were falsified,” 
Irons charged.“The judicial process 
itself was violated.”(Minami added 
that despite such officialmisconduct， 
it was probably note peossible to 
prosecute the attorneys in the case， 
Since they Were operating in an 
official role and thus have 
immunity.) 

Jrons said that the documenta- 
tions demonstrating the govermn- 
ment's malfeasance surfaced in the 
course of his research for a_ book 
about the internment. 

“When my research began，I 
didnt anticipate that these 
documents even existed,” he 
recalled. He was appalled when he 


found them，quickly realizing that 


they provided the mecessary legal 


foundationmn to challenge the 
convictions. 

Minami explained why it was 
important to challenge - the 


conyvictions once the documents had 
been found.“First of al,becausethe 
petitioners felt they were grossly 
Wronged, ”he stated. “As American 
citizens, they feltthere was noreason 
to goto the camps and (they) made a 
conscious decision to _ fight the 
evacuation order. 

“Secondly,” continued Minami， 
Who also serves as legal coordinator 
of all three_ actions，“there are 
Americans who still feel there were 
legitimate Teasons for ， the 
internment, but there is no evidence 
or basis of fact to justify it. 

“FEinally, these cases still stand as 
precedents for two Principles: that 
racial classifications are legitimate 
and that the courts should defer to 
military judgment, he concluded. 

DEFEIED 

Forthe three'petitioners; the case 
Was Important for Symbolicaswell as 
personal and emotional reasons， 

“Even though we defied a 
government order; we did it with the 
beliefthat we were making apositive 
stand in defense of the Bill of 
Rights,” Hirabayashi declared.“This 
is an Opportunity for American 
citizens to feel that the Bill of Rights 
still means Something more than the 
paper its written on， This Paper 
becomes Imeaningful only when 
citizens are willing to defend it.2” 

Yasui echoed “Hirabayashi?s 
Sentiments. “My father gave me a 
book when I was a child,”he 
recounted,“the Constitution of the 
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United States，He gave it to me 
because he believed in America.Ido 
too，because TI know we can rectify 
the milstakes of the past. 

“Iam confident that our judicial 
System is SO constituted that we can 
rectify these mistakes.”He recalled 
his angry feelings of“rotting in 3 
stinking cell in Oregon,”butclaimed 
“it will all be justified 让 we can 
rectify the injustice that was done.” 

TRAUMA 

Korematsu cited the emotional 
trauma he experienced during his 
arrest and Subsequent internment. 
was Sent to jall as a _ criminal，even 
though IknewIwasn't, ”he charged. 

“Being classed as an enemy alien 
made you feel，“Oh, to hell with it. 
But, he quickly added,“I never 
considered leaving this country. 工 
love this country and TIbelong here.” 

Theconvictionshave affected their 
professional lives. For Yasui，the 
conyiction disrupted his plans to be 
an attorney.， After finishing the 
Colorado bar exam with one of the 
highest scores in 1945, he recalled 
that “the bar examiners Said that 
since 工 had this conviction, I was of 
bad moral character and not fit to 
Practice in law.” 

After Six months of aggravating 
delays，and with the help. of the-、

It's About Time to 


Rightthe WWIL Wrongs 


A vacation of the convictions of Gordonm Hirabayashi， 
Fred 下 orematsu and,Minoru Yasui would be an event of 
which al Americans could feel proud, just as their forced re- 
location andinternmentwWwere events of which all Americans 
should feel ashamed. 

The Significance of each event extends far beyond those 
individuals actually involved. In 1942，over 120,000 
Japanese Americans were interned,， but that event affected 
:Q1 Americans,， not just Japanese Americans. The Constitu- 
tional rights of 2Z/ Americans suffered; each of us has that 
much less protection from the arbitrary power of govern- 
Imnent， 

Though then-President Gerald FEord repealed the original 
exclusion order, Executive Order 9066 inthe 70s, the three 


Supreme Court decisions which sanctioned its Constitutional | 


Validity still stand. Those court holdings Support the arbi- 
trary arrest of persons，including American citizens，Solely 
on the basis of race, 

As long as the decisions stand, they serve as the legal 
foundation for similar episodes. They serve as a beacon for 
oppression，for the legal argument that gross Violations of 
Constitutionally-protected civil rights can be acceptable to 
the courts. 

This beacon 1Ust be Snuffed out 一 and cz be by a overT- 
turning and vacation of the convictions of these three men. 
Only byhaving the courts officially repudiate the internment 
will this incident be banned from the courtroom. Some feel 
that we should let sleeping dogs lie and not press. for this 
legal equivalent of an acknowledgement of an error.， But 
Sleeping dogs do not lie foreverT. 

And as 计 the convictions of Korematsu，Yasui and 
Hirabayashi were not WwIong enough in themselves, through 
the work of several attorneys, it has come to light that thel 
government may have intentionally falsified, suppressed and 


destroyed evidence.All these actions were taken, it seems, to | 


give credence to the otherwise unproven allegations that 
persons of Japanese descent were disloyal to the US durin8g 
WWII. 

JIn a country as Tacially, ethnically and culturally diverse 
as America，the strongest bond that holds us together is 
ouUr belief in freedom. But freedom is an absolute=-it either 
exXists for all of us Or it exjsts for none of us. As a nation,， we 


stand or fajll together. If the courts allow the convictions to } 


stand, we al1 are that much closer to falling. 口

Hirabayashi predicted that a 
reverSal of the convictions would 
benefit the entire Japanse American 
community. “It will give 3a newW 
Perspective， a new Surge of 
confidence to those who felt they 
were under a cloud,”he asserted. 

A reversal，argued Hirabayashi， 
would in fact benefit all citizens by 
demonstrating that Such gross 
Violations ofthe Constitution will not 
be permited by the courts. 

Not al Japanese Americans 
Support the move to overturn the 
convictions;，though，Yasui noted. 
Many Prefer to let the matter lie， 
rather than reviving a period Some 
feel is best forgotten，But Yasui 
insisted it was important that the 
courts repudiate thatentire episodei 

Nor did all Japanese Americans 
strenuously challenge the internment 
orders when they were issued. 
“Some wanted to go quietly,”Yasui 
recalled, “but others had enough 
faith in the government, ”to believe 
that 过 the orders were challenged in 
court, they would eventuallyberuled 
unconstitutional. This did not turn 
out to be the case in 1942. 

INEXPERIENCE 

With the older community leaders 
already interned， Hirabayashi 
attributed Some of the Japanese 
American reJluctance to defy. 
government relocation orders to the 
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inexperience of the younger leaders 
who rose to fill the vacuum. 

“They had to respond from the 
climate in which they grew up,”he 


Said, a _ climate which still included 
| racial discrimination. “So things 
gb were on the quiet side,”he added， 


noting that the Japanese American 
community did not even know of his 
Personal plans to defy the orders， 
The reasons for the convictions 
were mnultiple and complex.， The 
attorneys and their clients each had 
their ideas why the internment 
process Was allowed to proceed. 
For Hirabayashi, the bottom line 


CQ | was racism.“DeWitt was a racist 


from the word go,”he declared. 
“Unforturiately,， he was allowed to 
carry out his racist sentiments in 
oficial policy.” 


With， the ， Supreme “Court s 
affirmation of the convictions， 
Hirabayashi “realized that the 


Supreme Court was not above the 
prejudices of everyone else， 工 hey， 
too，are Subjected to the Same 


personal feelings and biases as 


everyone else. Jt's just that they 
couch them in the law. 
HYSTERIA 

War-time hysteria, caused by the 


Shock and anger of the Pearl Harbor、 


attack was alsoastrongfactor, added 
Korematsu.“Even people in Japan 
didn't know about Pearl Harbor， 
and yet we Japanese Americans 
here were blamed. 

“There was a military and 
presidential cover-up for not having 
the Proper defenses and (not) being 
properly prepared at Pearl Harbor,” 
he charged. “The internment was 3 
diversion of the-embarrassment for 
Pearl Harbor.” 

Embarrassment was also a factor 
in the War Dept.'s and Justice 
Dept.s actions to _ ensure the 
convictions would beupheld, alleged 
Minami.“Over 100,000 Japanese 
Americans had， already “been 
interned in the camps. The 
government Would go to almost any 
lengths to validate the (internment) 
order. It would have been very 
embarassing to reverse the order.” 

Yasui “cautioned that the 
internment Should not be viewed as 
an isolated, freak occurrence in US 
history.“It can happen again,”he 
warned. 

“Unfortunately， as emotions 
become aroused, this country has a 
past history of doing whatever is 
expedient. AS (the philosopher) 
Santayana Said， 让 we don't learn 
from the mistakes of the past, we are 
doomed to repeat them.” 

The government is expectedtofile 
its response in about two months. 
Though all those involved in the 
case “express confidence abonut 
lsucceeding， the 14 ”volunteer 
attorneys and the three men, now all 
in their Sixties，seem prepared to 
carry their cases as far as they mnust 
to set the record Straight. 国

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_Prof. Gordon Hirabayashi Fights 
For What He Feels ls Right 一 Again

him: he loves to talk and yet is open 
to new ideas; he gets along well with 
younger student-types， 

His quiet and unassuming manner 


belie the fact that he was a defendant 


in one of the three notorious cases 
inyolving the internment ofJapanese 


“Americans during World War 开 . 


了 breaking the curfew law and 
refusing to leave the West Coast 
areas designated as“sensitive”by 


the government，Hirabayashi broke 
out of the ranks of most of the other 


120,000 Japanese Americans who 
eventually did end up in the prison 


”camps，amnd established himself a 


permanent Space in lawbooks. 
GUILTY 

In 瑟 irapayas1z VS US.，the 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
Eederal District_ Court in Seattle， 
Washington, had correctly found the 
then -University of Washington 
Senior guilty of violating a_ curfew 
order imposed against all persons of 
Japanese descent， 

Though Hirabayashi pointed onat 
that his attorney"s _ argument had 
focused on the internment violation， 
the Court chose to rule only on the 
curfew violation. 

Now a sociology professor at the 
University of Alberta in Canada， 
Hirabayashihad taken afew days of 储 
from school to appear for the filing 
ofapetitionfor Fred 开 orematsu,one 
ofthe other WWIINisei defendants. 

Even as 3a young student， 
Hirabayashi had already begun his 
journey along the road ofchallenging 
What he believed to be unjust.“Ihad 
aroommate (in college) and both of 
us Were independents, as opposed to 
belonging to aa fraternity,” 
remembered the professor. 

“Fraternities were the most racist 
group，pre-war,” he charged. “I 
engaged in a lot of debates on cam- 
pus. It was the independents against 
the Greeks. 工 was not doing that as a 
Japanese，but as an American,” 
explained Hirabayashi. 

DRAEFT 

With the reinstatement ofthe draft 

in 1940, Hirabayashi found another 
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pacificism.”

Bythattime, he had become “very 
impressed with the logic of 
Both he and his 
roommate registered as conscien- 
tious objectors， 

Until 1940,，Hirabayashi had not 
名 lly recognized the effects of being 
Japanese American. For example， 
he stressed that he had picked his 
white roommate not because of race， 
but because of “shared viewpoints 
and experiences.” 

Then，that year，he attended a 
leadership training Session held in 
New York, While he learned a great 
deal about the philosophy and 
organizing Skills involved with 
leading groups, he learned his most 
important lesson after hours. 

RESTRICTRIVE 

“That was the first time 工 realized 
What restrictive restraints 工 was 
living under on the West Coast.… 
When TIwent to New York, most of 
Us were poor 一 We Were there on 
Scholarships. When we went looking 
for_ activities,” he recounted， 工 
found that all [had to consider was， 
“could I afford to do it? ” 

“Before,there was always another 
thing in the back of my mind, he 
confessed.“Would I be permitted 
there，or would I be booted out? 


Some places would allow Asians 


only 让 they were coming through the 
There were no fair 


“We developed extrasensory 
perception, because (at that time) 计 
would be a waste of energy to 
confront things. Probably today,” 
predicted Hirabayashi, “we would 
go there to confront it.” 

He also noted that many other 
Niseis，or second generation folks， 
“do not realize what they are living 
under until something happens 一 
like testifying at the (Committee on 
Wartime Relocation and Repara- 
tions) hearings.” For them，he 
alleged， talking about the forced 
Telocation is a“catharsis.?” 

CONEFLICT 

The lesson he leamed in New 

York prepared him to deal with a 


conflictthat arose out of “growing up 


through high school and beginning 


the question Was 


University in a racist Society.” 

“Racism .was upfront， It was 
legislatively defined,”asserted the 
Nisei， “There were residential 
restrictions, (restrictions on) hotels， 
restaurants,，clubs, jobs and housing 
areaS. 

“T was aware of the restrictions， 
but at the same time, Isubscribed to 
the American principles of freedom， 
democracy.” The professor de- 
clared, “TIwas hearing those things 
and going for it. 

“Even ， though this was 
inconsistent, TI did not let them (the 
two ways of thought) confront each 
other . Ifaced them one at a time,” 
he explained. During the curfew 
and evacuation, they came head to 
head andthen Ihadto step out and 
choose one or the other. 

“Philosophically，Ihad to make a 
life choice. What kind of person was 
TI going to be (One with a) second- 


clas$s perspective” Or a first-class ， 
one that subscribed to the America - 


that School had exposed me to 工 
decided 如 ats what II wanted and 
would work for,”declared the 604- 
year-old man proudly. 

PRISON 

Having done that，Hirabayashi 
chose not to obey the exclusion and 
curfew orders. For this decision, he 
Was Sentenced to three months in 
Prison. However， because “he 
appealed the court s decision to the 
Supreme Court，he had to wait 
before beginning his actual sentence 
in Tucson， Arizona. 

“While waiting for that (Supreme 
Court) trial，I could ve waited in 
camp. Instead, [ spent 9 months in 
the federal tank at,the King County 
Jail,”he commented. 

Hirabayashi ”explained that 
though the judge had recommended 
that he be released on bail，the 
young man had refused this option 
because his battle against the 


government focused directly on . 


WwWhether or not he had to go to the 
camps in the first place. As long as 
not decided， 
Hirabayashi refused to voluntarily 
place himself in one of the camps. 
The court and Hirabayashi finally 
arranged a compromise. He would 
be released in Eastern Washington 
Which had not been declared a 
Sensitive area. He hadto promise not 
toreturn to therestricted area. While 
awaiting the Supreme “Court's 
decision，Hirabayashi worked with 


the American Friends Service 
Committee，which had helped him 
with -his legal defense and imn 
providing Support.， 
HITCHHIKEED 

When the decision finally came 
down, Hirabayashi made his way to 
Arizona. However，because of the 
costs involved in sending him there， 
Hirabayashi hitchhiked down. After 
more than a week oftraveling 一 with 
Short diversionary trips to visit 
friends，family and the Japanese 
American Citizens League head- 
quarters in Salt Lake City 一 he 
finally arrived to begin his stint， 

“It never occurred to me not to 
Showup,，helaughed. Ididn't want 
to get interrupted in the future 
because atsome pointIknewIwould 
have to do it (the time) anyway. 工 m 
compulsive that way.” 

Ihen because Hirabayashi failed 
to appear for the alternative 
community work to which he had 
been ordered in lieu ofbeing drafted， 
he then had to spend an additional 
year in federal prison at MacNeil 


Island in Washington. 


Even under guard, he did not stop 
challenging what he believed wrong. 
At “MacNeil， for instance， 
Hirabayashi discovered what he 
Suspected was a practice of racially 
discriminatory assignment to prison 
dorms. All nonwhites and a few 
whites with unusual work shifts all 
sleptin onebuilding. All other whites 
in another， 

SERIALLY 

Though all the new inmates were 
numbered serially, and theoretically 
asSsigned to bunks serially as they 
became ， available， Hirabayashi 
noticed that when four bunks in the 
nonwhite dorm became free,thefour 
numbers called out were not in 
numerical Sequence， Rather，they 
corresponded to the four non-white 
inmates, including himself, who had 
Iecently arrived at the prison. 

Jnstead of letting it lie, the young 
“troublemaker :demanded to seethe 
warden, Hirabayashirecalledthathe 
was courting all sorts of punishment 


in doing this: loss of privileges， 
placement in the “blackhole” or 
Sojlitaire. 

Nevertheless， he wanted to 
express his anger at the System in 
prison. After his conversation with 
the warden， the inmates Were 
assigned to the dorms in the right 
order， He had broken the “color 
line.7” 

FEor Hirabayashi，there seemed 
no other alternative.“JIf because of 
my Principles 工 went to prison， 芋 
would be ridiculous to give them up 
in prison,”he stressed.“Ihad to live 
the same way during that time.” 


TEACHING 
Forty years have passed sincethat 
time he Spent in Prison 一 years 


during which HHirabayashi Spent 
teaching .Sociology in the Middle 
East and in Alberta. 

Last year， another professor， 
Peter Irons，now in San Diego，， 
uncovered “new” evidence.， The 
documents indicate thatin upholding 
convyictions of Hirabayashi and the 
two other Niseis charged with 
Violating the wartime “orders， 
Korematsu and Min Yasui，the 
Supreme Court had relied on 
documents deliberately falsified by 
the _ government. (See front-page 
article) 

Referringto the falseevidence,the 
professor calmly stated,， “Ialways 
Suspected this, but I never had any 
proof.”He admitted that what has 
Surprised him about the whole 
incident was the speed in which 
attorneys for him and the others 
prepared a petition requesting that 
the court reverse their convictions. 

Two of his lawyers are located in 
Seattle. Art Barnett was one of his 
legal advisors in the original case. 
Now semi-retired，Barnett stayed 
with Hirabayashi all the waythrough 
the case. 

The other attorney is a young 
Sansei， 天 athryn Bannai.， Hira- 
bayashi admitted that atfirsthehada 
few doubts about Bannai's ability to 
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You probably won't believe it，but 
according to .the Chinese legend，

“Day day” means every day:; 


“month month”means every month ; 
SO “year year” means every year， 
The twelve animals in the Chinese 


Zodiac are rat, cow,tiger, hare, dragon， 
snake，horse，sheep, monkey, chicken， 
dog and pit. This is the year of the pig; 
1984 will be the year of the rat, and so 
forth .

SAN FRANCISCO 一 What do 
Cameron House, the YWCA Clay 
Street Center， the YYWCA 
Residence Club，Chinese Presby- 
terian Church, and Gum Moon have 
in common other than their close 
proximity within atwo-block areaon 
the fringe of Chinatown7 

Though each building bears a 
distinctly different appearance, they 
were all designed by Bay Area 


architect Julia Morgan between 


1907 and 1932. 
MONUMENTS 

Few people have heard of 
Morgan's accomplishments. During 
her fifty-year career， Morgan 
designed over 800 ， buildings， 
including two California state 
monuments，Hearst Castle at San 
Simeon and ASilomar near 
Monterey. Some well-known local 
landmarks are the SE Zen Center， 
the Oakland YWCA and the Julia 
Meorgan Center for the performing 
arts in Berkeley. 

Morgans  ， strength was her 
Willingness to please her clients 
needs 一 Sometimesto extremeends. 
FEor example she built a fire place 
and a pool three times before finally 
pleasing William' Randolph Hearst. 

Almost any other architect would 
have quit the Project with these 
frustrations，but Morgan worked 
with Hearst for 20 years to help him 
realize his dreams. This eclectic 
estate has three guest houses，100 
Tooms，acres of gardens and even 3 
Z00. 

Morgan has been. criticized for 
designing eclectic work jlike San 
Simeon. Her buildings were not a 
personal statement Such as those 
designedbyher contemporary Frank 
Lloyd Wright， In contrast， her 
buildings were intendedto satisfythe 
client's Spiritual and physical needs. 

ORIGINAL 

She made buildings according to 
architectual traditions: Georgian， 
Tudor, or Cotswold for houses; 18th 
century “ French for mansions;

Born in San Francisco on January 
26, 1872, Morgan was a frail child 
with a chronically inflamed ear. In a 
family of five children, she grewupin 
Oakland，and at a time when few 
women attended college, She entered 
Cal with ideas of a career as an 
architect. 

With encouragement ， from 
eccentric architect Bernard May-= 
beck， her parents” financial 
assistance，and the prodding of her 
cousin，Morgan entered the 五 cole 
des Peakx-a1ty in Paris. She threw 
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herself into learning 王 rench 
conVversation， Working in the 
arteliers, and taking studio classes at 
night. 

Twice she took the difficult 
entrance exams before passing with 
honors. Morgan Was the first woman 
in the worldnot only to be accepted， 
but also toigraduate in architecture 
from the prestigious inst itution. 

FIRSTI 

By 1902, Morganithenthirty, was 
the first licensed woman architect in 
California.

“Most 
architects who had been consulted 
diagnosed structural damage，but 
only Morgan Said She could repair 
the Nob Hil 1landmark without 
knocKking it down， This difficult job 
Was followed by many as her repu- 
tation grew. Ye 
Cameron House was builtin 1907 
at 920 Sacramento Street. Cameron 
House was the original home for 
Chinese girls rescued from alleged 


brostitution rings Ihey ”were 
concealed in atunnel which can still 
be seen in the building: s 


Originally constructed in 1873， 
the Presbyterian mission burned in 
1906. The new home was named in 
honor of director Donaldina 
Cameron. Later it became the Hip 
Wo Chinese School and Was 
remodeled in the :40s，when 让 
resumed its mission charter. 

Today it Serves the _ community 
primarily ”with youth-oriented 
programs， bilingual ”counseling， 
parent education classes， escort 
SerVices，3a Senior center and 3a 
referral center. 

STAINED GLASS 

This sturdy， four-story， brick 
building is perched on abhill. Onboth 
the Joice Alley and Sacramento 
Street facades，the windows are 
placed between floors afid others are 
in a graduated step arrangement. In 
the front are three Small leaded 
stained glass windows with carved 
wooden floral designs in the 
windows ”corneTsS，. 

At the other end of Joice Alley， 
half a block away is the Clay Y， 
located at 965 Clay Street. It is 
joined to _ the towering YWCA 
Residence Hall located at .940-50

Morgan，-the official YWCA 
architect for the western region WaS- 
concerned aboutthePplightofayoung 
working woman coming to the city 
without a place to stay. She wanted 
both the Clay and Powell Streets 
TeSidences to be comfortable and 
stylish. 

Built on a steep hill，the Clay 
Street Chinese-stylebuilding with 14 
units went up in 1931 followed the 
next year by the Powell Street 
Tuscan-style Villa with 120 units. 

Architect Philip Choy， who 
nominated the twoYWCAsasaSan 
Francisco Historical Landmark told 
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兢 astest “The mastery of this 
building is that the Powell Street 
facade and the Clay Street facade fit 
togetheT.”

Eurtherback in the building, close 
to the kitchen on the second floor ls 
asecond larger garden. Though both 
gardens need pruning, flowers and 
bamboo Still grow. 

SILK 汪 

The brick facade wall with an 
incised circular window，the green 
tiled roofthat points up in the center 
and at the eaves，the octagonal 
towers,andthered carved shutters at 
the reception desk all add to the 
building's Chinese feeling. Next to 
the lobby desk is a curving stairwWwell 
leadingto aroom containing colorful 
old silk，vintage photographs and 
other "30s memorabelia. 

JIn the gym Morgan sed:state of 
the art technology. Its inexpensive 
lamella vaulted roof had been used 
primarily in -covering air plane 
hangers until the YWCA was:built.

At 925 Stockton Street is the 
Chinese Presbyterian Church: built 
in 1916. This poured-concrete white 
building with brown trim derives 
from work by Palladio，a 1l7th 
century Italian architect，But the 
proportions of _ this two-storV 
building seem distorted and it lacks 
grace. The entry portico cuts

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China Responds to US Trade 
Limits with Some of Its Own 


BEIJING China ”has 
announced that it will be signing no 
new contracts to buy US cotton， 
Soybeans Or Synthetic fibers，and 
hinted that there may be reductions 
in Chinese purchases ,of other US 
agricultural products， 

The announcement apparently 
came in response to theunilateral 
imposition by the US of limits on 
Chinese textile exports to the US 
(CEV 歼 1/19/83). 

SYMBOLIC 

The movebythe Chinese was seen 
by US trade officials as largely 
Symbolic because China had already 
been reducing purchases of those 
commmodities. US cotton sales to 
China were down to $176.2 million 
im 1982, less than half of the $398 
million figure for 1981. 

Similarly， Soybean purchases 
dropped from $121.8 million in 
1981 to $63.2 million in 1982. A 
bumper cotton crop and greater 
agricultural output in general are 
thought to account for the reduced 
Chinese purchases. 

Despite the limited economic 
impact of the Chinese decision， 
however，US officials fear that the 
move could possibly Symbolize the 
beginning ofatrade warbetween the 
US and China. 

“We ， strongly “ believe that 
retaliatory trade actions do not 
contribute to an atmosphere 
conducive to amutually satisfactory 
settlement,” said State “Dept. 
spokesman John Hughes. “The 
uniilateral controls recently imposed 
(by the US) on Chinese textiles do 
not _ eliminate existing trade as 


Asian Holdings: 
Oakland Project 


Has Fiscal Woes 


OAKLAND -- Asian Holdings， 
Inc. has defaulted on a $6.7 mil- 
]ion interest-free loan from the 
city of Oakland. As a result, Oak- 
land may be forced to take posses- 
Sion of anew parking garage that 
to money hadbeen used to build: 

-The 330-space garage Was to 
SerVe 3S the parking facility for 
the Trans Pacific Center complex 
in downtown Oakland. .An agree- 
Iment between Asian Holdings and 
Oakland called for the repayment 
of the loan at the completion of 
the garage or-by Oct. 19，1982， 
Whichever came first, The garage 
Was completed last fall. 

Also completed last fal was 
the first stage of the Trans Pacific 
Center,， 3 6-story commercial and 
retail office building. The second 
stage，3a 68-story office building， 
has been indefinitely delayed and 
Asian Holdings has withdrawn a 
Iequest for an environmental im- 
pact report to be done by the 
Planning _ Commission on the 
effects of the building. 

Asian Holdings continues to 
hold options on three blocks of 
undeveloped downtown real es- 
tate. The deadlines for exercising 
these options has already passed， 
however， 

The SF C717zomicle reports that 
the financial problems of Asian 
Holdings are caused by losses suf- 
fered by its parent _ company， 
Hong Kong-based Carrian，Ltd.， 
Which has lost money due to real 
estate devaluations in Hong 玉 ong. 


Chinese actions would.” 
RETALIATIE 

For China, though, there was no 
choice bnut to retaliate to the U9 
move，according to the Peopley 
Daim.， “The US arrogantly 
attempted to impose its will (in the 
textile negotiations),requiring China 
to make concesSions without offering 
anyrealistic concessions ofits own,” 
it wrote. 

“Ifthe US persists in its mistaken 
View，this can only -Succeed in 
generating aharmfulinfluence on the 
present and future trade relations 
between the US and China,”the 
Peopley _ Dai warned. 

The dispute reflects differences 
between China andthe US on howto 
approach the subject of the textile 
Sales. The Chinese wish to consider 
thesales inthe context ofoverall US- 
Chinese trade， In 1981， China 
purchased from the US $617.6 
Imillion more than it sold to the US， 
running an overall trade deficit. 

China sees textile exports to the 
US as the most promising way to 
reduce this deficit, as well as obtain 
foreign exchange to purchase more 
US industrial equipment. 

PRESSURE 
The US， 0 is SA to 
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treat the textile issue in isolation 
from overall trade. Due to domestic 
political pressure from the textile 
industry, which is suffering from the 
recession， the “US government 
WwWishes to limit all textile imports into 
the US to protect domestic 
producers of textiles， 

The government has already 
reached agreements with Hong 
Kong, Taiwan and South Korea, the 
three largest textile Suppliers to the 
US,，to limit annual textile sales 
growth to 1-29, and wishes to hold 
the Chinese to the same limits. The 
Chinese seek a 5-696 limit， 

Domestic political considerations 
are also important in China.A major 
aspect of Deng's modernization 
program has been to place greater 
emphasis on light industry and 
textiles，Such industries are labor 
intensive and the economic pay=-o 企 
of investments in these Sectors is 
much faster than in investments in 
heavy industry， 

The Chinese had hoped that 
exports from these industries would 
provide the foreign exchange 
neceSSary to fund the modernization 
program. With restrictions On Such 
exports，though，that program has 
become threatened. 转
